A number of additional honors and decorations won by civil servants on 
the battlefield must be added to those included in the summary published a 
short time ago. Some 'of these have been awarded very recently, while others 
were conferred a little time ago, but information had not previously reached 
The Civilian. 



LIEUT.-COL. HERBERT V. RORKE, D.S.O. 

Ottawa civil servants, especially those in the Department of Customs, 
are greatly pleased at the conferring of the Distinguished Service Order upon 
Acting Liditenant-Colonel Herbert Victor Rorke, assistant accountant of that 
department. Lieut.-Col. Rorke, who holds his militia commission in the 31st 
^^Grey” regiment, went overseas with the Second Division of the Canadian 
Expeditionary Force, and has had a lot of hard service at the front. He was, 
for a long time, second in command of the 20th Battalion and as its com- 
manding officer was frequently absent on other duty, iMajor Rorke led the 
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unit on many occasiojis, lie was mentioned in despatches for consi)ienonsly 
^ood service some time af?o and, more recently, was promoted to he “Actirii' 
Lienteiiant-Colonel while commanding a battalion.” It is not known whether 
he is in charge of the 2()th or some other indt. 

The order conferring the D.S.O. upon Lieut, -(’ol. Korke says: ‘^In com- 
mand raidinc/ partif contributed to a lanfc dcprcc of the splendid success 
of the operation.' ' 


Ca|)tain (Acting Major) Arthur 
William Ellis, C'anadian Infantry, 
was awarded the French Croix de 
Guerre, Imt did not live to ])e decor- 
ated. Ilis death, from wounds, on 
April 1 3th, and his splendid military

Four more decorations for conspic- 
uous gallantry in the face of the 
enemy have been won by mend)ers of 
the Topogi-aphical Surveys staff. One 
gets the D.S.O. and three others get 
IMilitarv Crosses. 

^lajor (t, W. MacLeod receives the 
Companionship in the Distinguished 
Service Order. He is an officer of 
the 4fith Battalion of Edmonton and 
holds a militia commission in the 

101st Fusiliers of that citv. It is also

learned that he was wounded last Sep- 
tember. The award of the D.S.O. is 
dated November 14th. 1016, ^^for pat- 
lantrij during operations. lie went 
forward into the fipht and selected the 
(/round to he consolidated, and al- 
thouffh severeli/ wounded made his 
way bach' under heavy fire and render- 
ed a complete re. port on the .fit nation. 
He had always .set a fine example of 
coedness and courage.'' 

Lieutenant A. U. Meikle was award- 
ed the ^Military Cross ‘‘/or conspic- 
uous gallantry in action. Tie handled 
his gun with great courage and slitl 
under most trying circumstances and 
heavy shell fire.'' This award is also 
dated November 14th, 1916. Lieut. 
iMeikle is an officer of the 3rd Artil- 
lery Brigade, C.E.F., and holds a 
militia commission in the 8th Brigade 
Ammunition Column of Ottawa. 

Lieutenant Roger Fife Clarke re- 
ceived his ^Military Cross on 15th Feb- 
ruary, 1917, He went to the front 
M’ith the 6th Field Company, Cana- 
dian Engineers. 

]\rajor G. Z. Finder is .the fourth 
Topographical Surveys man to be 


decorated. He also belongs to the Ed- 
monton Fusiliers and the 49th Bat- 
talion. He went overseas as a lieu- 
tenant and was wounded in June, 
1916, at Vjires. He was awarded the 
^Military (’ross ‘‘/or conspicuous gal- 
lantry and ability when leading a 
compan}/ in counter attack and in con- 
trolling his men while severely wound- 
ed himself." 

Toronto post office has now a 
wearer of the Croix de Guerre in its 
staff. The winner of this decoration, 
awarded by General Nivelle, is Major 
John Pollard Girvan, whose army 
car<*er has been meteoric. He went 
to Valcartier as a private with the 
48th Highlanders contingent, crossed 
the Atlantic a sergeant and won a 
commi.s.sion in France in 1915. Last 
year he won his cai)taincy and then 
a majority and was wounded. He 
commences his 1917 achievements by 
landing a decoration. 

An unofficial report says that Lieut. 

L. AV. Tubman (Customs Depart- 
ment) recently killed in action, had 
been listed to receive the ^Military 
Cross. 

On the occasion of his visit to Can- 
ada, ^larshal Joffre announced that 
the French Government had awarded 
a decoration of the Legion of Honor 
upon ]Major General Eugene Fiset, 
D.S.O., Deputy ^Minister of [Militia 
and Defence. 

Wilfred [Merle [Musgrove, railway 
mail clerk, Winnipeg district, has won 
the [Military [Medal. He went to the 
front with the 11th Field Ambulance 
and was wounded last [March. 

Though wounded himself," says the 
order, "he went out and brought in ' 
eight more wounded men." He was 
one of the first men to join the unit 
which is now so proud to have him 
on its strength.

CAPT. W. J. WITHROW. 

Captain William James Withrow, 
2nd Pioneers, died at the front on 
May Jth. He belonged to the Patent 
Office stalf and entered the army in 
July, 1915. For three months past he 
had been in charge of the topographi- 
cal office of the Canadian Corps in 
front of Vimy Ridge. Capt. With- 
row was in his forty-ninth year, a 
son of Rev. W. H. Withrow, of Tor- 
onto, a graduate of Toronto Univer- 
sity (B.A.Se.) and had lived in Ot- 
tawa since 1902. He leaves a widow, 
one son (convalescing from wonnds 
in an English hospital), and two 
daughters. 

LIEUT. LESLIE TUB:\rAX. 

Lient. Leslie Tubman, killed in ac- 
tion on ]May 3rd, was a clerk in the 
Department of Customs, He was one 
of the men of the Governor General’s 
Foot 'Guards who responded to the 
first call to arms and went overseas 
with the 2nd Battalion. He was still 
a private when the First Division 
reached France, and while they were 
winning fame at St. Jnlien and in 
many other big fights, he was rising 
through the non-commissioned grades, 
and finally got a commission in the 
antnmn of 1916. Lieut. Tubman was 
in a trench raid in the first week of 
April and was out of the line, rest- 
ing, when Vimy Ridge was taken. He 
fell in some of the later fighting. In 
all his experience at the front he 
had never been wounded, but his 
younger brother, Roy, overseas a 
much shorter period, has a hand bad- 
ly mangled. “Les” was twenty-four 
years old and one of Ottawa’s fine 
young athletes. His parents, four 
brothers and a sister survive. 

LIEUT. J. H. PATTOX. 

Lieut. John Henry Patton, whose 
^ • 

death on the battlefield on 'May 3rd 
is reported, was on the staff of the 


Patent Office when the war broke out. 
An engineer by profession, he was 
engaged on the works at Valeartier 
in 1914. Later, he joined the 146th 
Battalion and went overseas. He went 
through some h^avy actions, including 
Vimy Ridge, unhurt, but fell in the 
later operations. tie was in his 
twenty-third year, the only son of ]\Ir. 
and ]Mrs. John Patton, of Ottawa. He 
also leaves one sister. 

MAJOR J. A. :motherwell. 

Major James Alfred ^Motherwell, 
wounded, belonged to the Xaval Ser- 
vice staff at Xew Westminster. He 
was a captain in the 104th Westmins- 
ter Fusiliers and went overseas with 
the 131st Battalion. His wife lives in 
Xew AVestminster. 

CHAS. T. BLAXEY. 

Charles T. Blanev, killed in action 
on April 9th, Avas a clerk in the Ac- 
counts Branch of the Post Office De- 
partment. For many months after 
getting to the firing line he served as 
a bomber and escaped casualty. He 
Avas then transferred to signalling 
Avork and it is presumed that he Avas 
on this duty AA’hen killed. He AA’as 
tAventy-three years of age and entered 
the Civil Seiwice in 1912. His mother 
li\’es at Russell. 

AV. R. FULFORD. 

AA^'m. R. Fulford, a clerk in the 
Port Ai’thur post office, has been 
Avounded at the front and is noAV in 
hospital in England. 

JOHX CLARKE. 

Private ^‘Jack” Clarke, of Toronto, 
Avounded, had been about a year in 
the trenches. He AA’as Avell connected 
in sporting circles. He seiwed AAuth 
the Royal Canadian Dragoons all 
through the South African campaign 
and holds the King’s and Queen’s 
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JMedals. He was in the einployineiit 
of tlie Dominion (loverninent at Port 
Nelson and walked over dO miles in 
zero weather to the nearest railway 
station to get a train to convey him 
to his own home town to enlist. He 
also has a brother, Jim, in France. 

E. F. GOODMAN. 

E, F. Goodman, of Port Arthur 
post office, is reported to have fallen 
in action on April Dth, presumably 
at Vimy Kidge. 

G. \V. liANXTSTER. 

Sapper George W. Bannister, Cana- 
dian Engineers, has a severe wound 
in the left shonlder. lie is a Topo- 
graphical Surveys man and enlisted 
in April, 1915. 

II. X. CANNING. 

Herbert Norman Canning, a A"ic- 
toria, B.C., letter carrier, died at the 
front on March 26th. He enlisted in 
Jnly, 1915. He was thirty years of 
age and became a carrier in 191J. 

H. 11. McKAY. 

Howard Hamilton McKav, a clerk 
of the Hamilton post office, is re- 
corded as having died on September 
20th, 1916. He was thirtv vears of 
age, entered the jmstal service in 1912, 
and enlisted in Jnlv, 1915, 

CYRUS :McKTNNON. 

Cyrus ]\lcKinnon, clerk in the Post 
Office Department, Ottawa, was kill- 
ed in action on April 15th, 1917. He 
was twenty-fivT years of age, entered 
the Service in 1913 and enlisted in 
October, 1916. 

II. E. PRESS. 

H. E. Press, a preventive officer of 
Customs at Calgary, died of wounds 
at Vimy Ridge on April 9th. He en- 
listed in ]\fay, 1915, with the 56th Bat- 
talion. 


\V. E. FLEMING. 

AVilliam Edward Fleming, preven- 
tive officer of Customs at Winnipeg, 
who enli.sted in September, 1915, was 
at one time with the 8th Battalion, 
and later attached to Canadian C’orps 
head(piarters, has been missing since 
April 9th. 

WM. R. .McKAY. 

William Robert McKay, railway 
mail clerk, ^loose Jaw di.strict, was 
killed in action on Apiil 10th. He 
was twenty-eight years of age and 
born at Bradford, Ont., but bis 
mother now lives at Tottenham. He 
enlisted on February, 1916, with the 
128th Battalion. 

JAMES KANE. 

James Kane, died of wounds, was a 
Toronto letter carrier. He was 
twenty-.si.x years old, a native of Ire- 
land, and unmarried. He left C'anatla 
in October, 1916, and got to France 
on March 17th. His parents live hi 
Ii’eland. 

LIEUT. G. :\f. HA.MILTON. 

Lieut. G. 'SI. Hamilton, wounded, 
belongs to the Welland canal engineer- 
ing staff. He went overseas as an offi- 
cer of the 76th Battalion. His home 
is in New Hamburg and he is a Tor- 
onto University graduate. 

G. W. JONES. 

It is learned that G. W, Jones, a 
railway mail clerk of the Toronto dis- 
trict, whose enlistment was recorded 
some time ago, died in the military 
base hospital in Toronto. 

CAPT. C. J. SWIFT. 

Captain C. James Swift, seriously 
wounded, belongs to the Welland 
canal engineering staff, and was for- 
merly on the Transcontinental rail- 
way. He< is a Roval ^lilitarv College 
graduate and went overseas in ^lay. 
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1915, as a lieutenant of field artillery. 
His battery got to the front in Sep- 
tember following and Captain Swift 
was the last of its officers to go on the 
casualty list. All the others are dead 
or wounded. He is thirty-one years 
of age and hails from Kingston. 

J. L. HOWAT. 

J. L. ]\Iowat, another Toronto dis- 
trict railway mail clerk, also died in 
that city while in training for over- 
seas service. 

F. H. LEDFORD. 

Gunner Frank Harold Ledford. No. 
1 Heavy Battery, C.H.A., reported 
wounded in the last issue of The Civi- 
lian, died of his injuries on April 
29th. He had been an inspector of 
the Public Works Department on the 
St. John harbor works since 1912 and 
enlisted for overseas dutv in July,

Harry Elerton Atkinson, killed in 
action, had been a letter carrier in 
A^ancouver for five years.

ter.

John Arthur Huntley, railway mail 
clerk of the AVinnipeg district, is re- 
ported to have been killed in action 
between April 7th, and 10th. He was 
born at Kenmay, Alan., in 1894, en- 
tered the postal service in January, 
1914, and enlisted in the 222nd Bat- 
talion in Alarch, 1916.

Enlisted Civil Servants’ Pay and Sep- 
aration Alloirance on the Orders 
of the Pay. 

Sir Edward Kemp (AIini.ster of 
Alilitia and Defence). — The hon. mem- 
ber for Guysborough (Air, Sinclair) 
and the hon. member for St. John 
(Air. Pugsley) each asked questions 
yesterday, the first with regard to 
Civil Service enlistment and statu- 
tory increases of pay, and second with 
regard to Civil Service enlistments 
and separation allowance. The an.s- 
Aver to these (jiiestions is as follows : 

A civil servant who enlists receives 
full pay the same as if he were em- 
ployed doing his ('’ivil Service duties, 
l)rovided always that his Civil Service 
pay is greater than that which he 
would draw as a soldier. 

The Government has undertaken to 
see that a civil servant receives pay 
not less than what he would have re- 
ceived had he remained at home and 
had not enlisted. He does not, there- 
fore, receive separation allowance ex- 
tra, hut it is the intention- that he 
shall receive the regular statutory in- 
creases provided he is receiving only 
one salary.

The Civilian lias been accused of 
crying “wolf” in connection with 
Civil Service enlistments in the over- 
seas forces. Because this journaTs 
predictions of drastic action were not 
((uickly fulfilled, volunteer critics 
thought they were justified in assum- 
ing our discomfiture. Some of them 
may now conclude that they crowed 
too soon. Conscription appears to be 
an early certainty and it is also cer- 
tain that it will be enforced in the 
Civil Service as rigidly as anywhere. 
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Nowhere else has the Goverument such 
absolute knowledge of and power to 
reach the young men that it wants 
for the army. 

The Public Service Committee of 
the National Service Board, after 
closely surveying the Service, made 
a report to the Government, accom- 
panied by certain recommendations. 
Just what those recommendations 
were the members of the committee 
have not announced, but it may be 
recalled that a prominent member of 
the committee stated publicly that the 
Service was twenty per cent over- 
manned and it is a pretty safe bet 
that the committee favored a reduc- 
tion of the Service in that propor- 
tion hy the simple means of drafting 
every fifth man into the army. 

Why that recommendation has not 
been carried into effect The Civilian 
is not informed. The inevitable in- 
troduction of conscription for the 
whole country may have been the rea- 
son.' Anyhow, that report and the ex- 
haustive statistics that accompany it 
are just what the military authorities 
will find most useful shortly. 

It is said that there is a stampede 
to the recruiting offices. The slacker 
has received a jolt and is wide-awake 
at last. He doesn’t want to be called 
“conscript,” so he’s going to enlist 
before compulsion becomes law. INIor- 
ally he is a conscript, if not legally 
so. 

Not all the boys enlisting now are 
in this class, however. There are a 
number who have been examined and 
passed for service for some time, but 
who were held up by delay or refusal 
of departmental leave. The Civil Ser- 
vice Siege Battery has several men in 
this class. 

Conscription will end a lot of worry 
— and will also close The Civilian's 
Roll of Honor. No man who had to 
be compelled to fight for his country 
is going to have his name enrolled 
with those of our thirty-three hun- 
dred gallant volunteers if the “war 
editor” knows it. The Civilian’s re- 
cord is a roll of Honor. 


AVO:\IAN’S NEW POWER. 


The women of Ontario were en- 
franchised on iMay 1st. . Probably no- 
where in the province is there another 
body of wage-earning women of the 
numl)ers and average education and 
abilitv such as is to l)e found in the 

t 

Civil Service in Ottawa. These wo- 
men, like the men of the Service, 
will l)e barred from public discus- 
sion of (piestions of purely party poli- 
tics, but there are always matters of 
social and economic advancement de- 
manding the serious attention of the 
intelligent electorate, and the women 
of the Service will have many oppor- 
tunities to make their influence felt 
through the medium of the ballot- 
box. 


SUNDAY WAR WORK. 


“I have no hesitation in saying 
that in the need which these weeks 
present, men and women may, with 
a clear conscience, do field work on 
Sundays. ’ ’ 

This was the answer of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterlmry to an inquiry 
whether it would be proper to carry 
on farm work in England on Sundays 
during the seeding season. His Grace 
referred, in the opening paragraphs 
of his letter, to the inheritance of the 
British Sunday, which he desired to 
safeguard in every way, but he agreed 
that extraordinary needs require ex- 
traordinary measures to cope with 
them, and Sunday seeding has his ap- 
proval. 

The answer of the highest spiritual 
authority in the Church of England 
in this matter should go far to reas- 
sure some of those who have been 
disturbed in mind regarding the pro- 
priety of knitting or sewing for the 
soldiers on Sunday. Surely socks and 
hospital shirts are as urgent needs as 
wheat or potatoes! 

BUTTONS AND BLUFFERS. 


Look out for the buttons that mark 
the men worth while. First, there’s 
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the bronze button with the enamelled 
shield that marks the man honorably 
discharged from the army aftei* beint 
overseas. Then there are the cellu- 
loid buttons with big letters, “A.K.” 
or “A.b].” on them, followed by a 
number. These are issued to men who 
have volunteered to serve in any 
branch of the military .service in 
which they could be useful, but who 
have been rejected. Wearers of these 
buttons are worthy of all honor. 

Look out for the fellow who talks 
a lot about having tried to enlist but 
declares he was refused. If he hasn’t 
a button thei'e is likely a string to 
his storv. There are bluffers who 
don’t know a carburetor from a

“The Finance Minister intimates that 
legislation will l»e had during the present 
session of ^Parliament increasing salaries 
of members of the lower grades of the 
inside service, and also of the outside ser- 
vice. One of the incomprehensible things 
in connection with the public service of 
Canada has long been the total lack of rule 
or reason in fixing salaries. Civil servants 
employed in the departments at Ottawa re- 
ceive a statutory increase within , their 
rank, that is from minimum to maximum 
of the class, while in some outside depart- 
ments, notably the Customs service, in- 
creases have always been uncertain, hap- 
hazard and based on no pretence of prin- 
ciple. When war broke out announcement 
was made that no salary increases would 
be given civil servants ‘ other than those 
provided by statute, because of the finan- 
cial burden thrown upon the country by 
participation in the struggle. Whv" not 
have treated all civil servants ecpially, and 
either continued meritorious increases to 
the outside service, or suspended statutory 
increases during the period of the war? 
Either course would have shown consist- 
ency and avoided the injustice perpetrated. 

“However, it is satisfactory to learn 
that the Government has now given some 
attention to the subject. The great in- 
crease in the cost of living has borne hard 
on salaried officers in branches of the Ser- 
vice where no statutory provision for year- 
ly increase exists. But it mav be pointed 
out with regard to the Finance Minister’s 
statement that the legislation will be con- 
fined to persons in the lower grades, that 
an official in a higher grade mav have 
acquired a mode of living, and have such 
domestic and social claims upon his purse, 
that the prevailing high prices of all com- 
modities will work quite as much hard- 
ship in his case as in that of the officer 
in a humbler grade. TTnfortunatley for the 
good of the Civil Service, it is apparently 
about the last class of men in whom the 
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public take interest anil though the words 
‘ Civil Service reform ’ have occasionally 
fallen from the mouths of our public men, 
no serious practical step has yet been taken 
in that direction. ’ ’ 


MAJOR ALVIN RIPLEY. 


The following sketch of the late 
]\[ajor Alvin Ripley, postmaster of 
Lethbridge, is reprinted from the 
Lethbridge Herald : 

Lethbridge has given another of her 
brightest sons to the cause of right against 
might. This morning brought the sad news 
that Major Alvin Eipley, i*ostmast‘:'r, had 
been killed in action on May 2 

All Lethbridge was shocked to hear of 
the death of this gallant young officer. 
The message spread rapidly throughout the 
city and words of regret were heard on 
every hand. 

Major Ripley went to the front early 
in 1915 in charge of the first Lethbridge 
battery to be recruited. They went to the 
front after a period of training in Eng- 
land,' and since that time have been in 
action in manj' of the big engagements. 
According to private advices received by 
relatives in the city Major Ripley had, 
since the big spring drive began, been 
doing excellent work, and had come under 
the notice of superior officers, until lately, 
it is understood, he had been placed in 
charge of the emplacement of a series of 
batteries which were being moved forward 
continually to keep in touch with the re- 
treating enemy. Imperial officers had 
spoken highly of him, and last fall he was 
mentioned in dispatches along with Lieut.- 
Col. Stewart of Lethbridge, for his untir- 
ing energy and brilliant work in the ar- 
tilleiy wing of the service. 

Major Ripley was one of the first Leth- 
bridge officers to enlist. When the call 
came for artillery men from Canada in the 
fall of 1914 he put his private business in 
order, and with the 25th battery as a basis, 
he and Lieut.-Col. Stewart recruited the 
20th battery, along with a draft of artil- 
lery which preceded it to the front. When 
later Lieutenant-Colonel Stewart was pro- 
moted to command a brigade, Capt. Ripley 
was promoted to the rank 6f major and 
placed in charge of the battery. 

Major Ripley is the second Lethbridge 
artillery officer to meet death on the field 
of action, Lieut. Magrath Godwin being 
the first. 

BORN IN NOVA SCOTIA. 

The late Major Ripley was born in Ox- 
ford, N.S., on Oct. 15, *1883. The family 


moved to Lethbridge while he was yet 
quite young, and are among the old-timei*s 
of the city. !Major Ripley entered business 
life with the Bentley Co., and was mana- 
ger at the time the concern wound up its 
business here. ,ln the fall of 1914 he was 
api)ointed postmaster, but shortly after- 
wards he received his commission. He 
leaves a sorrowing widow with three child- 
ren, both his parents, which are living 
here, and four brothers, Lieut.-Col. Blair 
Ripley of the No. 1 Construction Corps, 
now at the front, William H., and L. S., 
both of Lethbridge, and A. B., who is in 
business as a druggist in Vancouver. 

Major Ripley was a member of Knox 
Presbyterian church, and a member of the 
Masonic order, in which he held a high 
office when he enlisted. 


ABOUT WOUND UP. 


That the war is about over and 

the ])ovs will soon be home, is the 

% 

opinion of J. A. P. Haydon, of the 
Printing Bureau, wounded at Vimy 
Ridge. In a letter home he says : 

'‘One night recently, accompanied by 
two other scouts, I was out on a patrol 
in ‘No Man’s Land.’ I was not very long 
out nor did I get very far until I came 
across a hostile listening post. It was de- 
serted, but showed signs of recent activity. 
One of the boys took hold of the wire and 
gave it a few tugs. The information was 
conveyed to the sentry on duty. So you 
will understand when the wire was tugged 
old Fritz got a shaking up and got quickly 
on the job. Seven star flares were se't^ up, 
the enemy was on the alert. We were wise, 
however,* and took cover in a big shell 
hole. We got our information and quickly 
returned to our own lines. 

“All kinds of things are noticeable ly- 
ing around ‘No Man’s land.’ Only a few 
days previous I witnessed an interesting 
sight. Old ‘Fritz’ had sent throughout the 
day a number of shells over our lines. 
Our chaps stood for it quite a long time 
and just at the proper time our light and 
heavy batteries opened fire along his front 
line as far as we could see. It was a great 
sight to watch. Small shells were break- 
ing over his front line, while over the 
village shrapnel broke and high explosives 
sent up clouds of earth. It was the great- 
est bombardment I have witnessed and 
proved that we are master of ‘Fritz’ at 
the guns as well as in trench warfare. 

“Por old ‘Fritz’ has about had his wind 
up. It will only be a matter of a few 
months until the end will be in sight. He 
is very nrevous and it is easily discernible 
that lie is on the defensive.’’ 
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Annual Meeting. 


At the fourth annual meeting of 
the AVomen’s I^ranch held in the Y. 
AV.C.A. on the evening of Alay 14th, 
the president occuj)ied the chair and 
the officers and conveners of the var- 
ious standing and special committees 
read reports covering the work of the 
last six months. It was at the last 
annual meeting, on Oct. 26th, 1916, 
that the hy-law was ainended to have 
the annual meeting take place in May, 
Conse(iuently the reports of work 
cover six months instead of a full 
year. 

Secretary’s Report. 


The secretary, Aliss L. F. Crocker, 
reported that seven general and fif- 
teen executive meetings had been held 
and that the paid up membership was 
370. The executive had been unani- 
mous in the endeavor to turn the in- 
terest and strength of the branch to 
patriotic work, especially Red Cross. 
The result had been most gratifying. 
Too much could not be said in recog- 
nition of the faithful and unselfish 
devotion of the convener of the Red 
Cross and her committee. 

Miss Crocker reported in detail on 
the disbursements from the Emer- 
gency Fund and also on the work 
turned out by the special committees 
working through the Soldiers’ and 
Sailors’ Comforts Committee of the 
AVomen’s Canadian Club. Through 


the good offices of the president, with 
Aliss Alargaret Russell’s able assist- 
ance, the respon.sibility of sending let- 
ters to all the Canadians in hospitals 
had been assumed by the AVomen’s 
Branch, Over 60,000 letters had been 
despatched, and through this medium 
nearly 600 personal and business ad- 
justments had been made. 

Aliss Katherine Robinson had been 
appointed convener of a committee to 
look after the registering of civil ser- 
vants, who desire to give up their holi- 
days to fruit picking. 

Under the leadership of the presi- 
dent, volunteer gardening is being 
carried on at the lot on O’Connor 
.street a.ssigned to the AA^'ornen’s 
Branch. Regret was expressed that 
more have not volunteered their ser- 
vices. 

Although the luncheon last year 
was such a success, it was decided 
that the idea of an annual luncheon 
should not be entertained while the 
war is in progress.

NOTES BY THE WAY. 


The Branch Notes in this issue are one 
of the best exemplifications of Association 
that it has been our pleasure to see in our 
]>ages to date. Notes of a most interesting 
character from branches many miles apart, 
yet joined together as Postal Clerks by our 
organization. 


Besides the enthusiasm which is prevail- 
ing in all branches at the present time, 
there appears to be, also, a general dis- 
satisfaction with the manner in which the 
Government is dealing with the salary ques- 
tion -in connection with the increased cost 
of living. From the notes in this issue it 
will be seen that criticism is very general 
and severe, but from other sources we know 
that the state of affairs in some of our 
branches is a great deal worse than the 
authorities appear to imagine. Were it not 
for the reply given by the Minister of 
Finance to Mr. Delvin in the House last 
month, a reply which has assureil our mem- 
bers that something is to be done, the of- 
ficers of this association would have had 
their hands full at the present time in 
checking the impatience of the members at 
large. 

We doubt really whether we are justi- 
fieil in the use of the word impatience. 
Private firms realized months ago that their 
employees would not be patient the length 
of time we have had to be. Tf they had 
thought otherwise we very much doubt if 
the large number of increases and bonuses 
that have been issued by these firms would 
have been forthcoming. Government em- 
ployees, however, appear to be expected to 
have patience inexhaustible, but it has been 
demonstrated recently in Manitoba that such 
is not the case. 

We are convinced that our members thor- 
oughly realize that it is necessary for them 
to have more than ordinary patience be- 
cause we have to bear in mind that the 
same pcoi>le who are required to decide 
whether we are entitled to a few <lollars a 
month e.xtra salarv have also to decide 
whether Canada shall have conscription, free 
wheat and a host of other vital matters in 
connection with the war. Therefore, we have 
the reason for the i»atience of our own mem- 
bers, but we ourselves quite realize that 
even such patience is e.xhanstible and we 
are of the opinion, and this opinion is 
shared by all the general officers, that it 
is quite time that the authorities realized 
the same fact. 

Our members mav rest assured of one 
thing, and that is that the officers of this 
association have now done all that it is 
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within their power or ])ossibilities to do in 
connection with the above matter. We 
earnestly ask all to now await a further 
aiinoiinceJiient from the Finance Minister, 
shonhl same not have been matle ere this? 
reaches yon. 

if any Eastern clerks are thinking of 
joining; the Association and wonhl like to 
know what a benefit it is to belonjj to same, 
they are invited to write the Secretary of 
onr Branch at Brantford. Such is the state- 
ment made by onr Brantford correspoiident 
in the Branch Notes this issue. What have 
some of these outsiders to re|tly to that we 
wonder. There are a few Offices down in 
that district that we should like to see ac- 
cept this invitation. It might easily result 
in their sending a delegate to Winnipeg, a 
step tliey would never regret. 

We are glad to learn that >rontreal, To- 
ronto and Ottawa are each being rejiresent- 
eil at the coming convention. The Hall
